The 
interest taken in the "lovely Greek," the 
spirited bidding for possession, the price 
which she eventually brought ere the 
Association was able to gain the prize, 
betrayed the right spirit in that busy 
quarter ; and who knows but Wall-street 
may yet become the Art-mart of America? 
It would be a " consummation devoutly 
to be wished for," if this Association 
had not stepped forward as the Patron of 
the too long overlooked interests of Art ;
